OF LIBYA

The Libyan Jewish community is 
in a State of great anxiety as a result 
of new measures taken by the Libyan 


authorities which may threaten the 


status of the community, 


According to reports reaching London 
the Libyan authorities have implemented 
a Royal decree under which all Jews who 
have relatives in Isracl have to register 
with the anti-Israel Boycott Office. Jews 
who afte the custodians of property lefi 
by persons who have left for Israel will 
also’ have. to register the property with 
the Bovcott Office. 

As the great majority of Libyan Jews 
have relatives in Israel. the decree will

In the short term this withdrawal 
of the two oil companies may. set 
the Israelis considerable probléms 
in the sphere of economic organi- 
sation, but they are unlikely to be 
crippling blows, for neither Shell 


nor B.P. were in such predominant - 
‘positions that their goods and-ser-. 
vices could not be dispensed with, . 


The greater danger is that this 
deplorable example, which had been 
preceded by a similar move some 
time ago by a large tobacco com- 
bine, will be followed ‘by other 
British commercial — institutions, 
such as banks and insurance com- 
panies. All this will help to isolate 
-Jsrael from the main stream of. the 
Western European economy, but 
Israel will survive such blows. In 
the long run it is Britain which 
will suffer the. greatest disadvan- . 
tages. Neither political 
economic appeasement has ever 
gained the respect of the Arabs, 
while this gratuitous ‘sacrifice of 
economic interests in. Israel will 
weaken the commercial manip of
